There will be 18 men and 8 or 4 
women sent up from the reservation, 
the leader of whom is Captain Joe 
Arroyo. 

The Fire dance, which is one of 
the most spectacular Indian dances 
that there is, will be composed of 18 
men and 2 women singers. A large 
fire is built, and when flames are 
leaping into the air a dance about 
it is begun. This is kept up until the 
fire is down to red hot coals. At this 
point men begin to run in and out 
of the fire in their bare feet, some- 
times actually rolling in the bed of 
fire, that it may be quenched. Abso- 
lutely no defensive instrument is 
used in this by the braves, not even 
so much as a stick to beat the coals. 
This dance is kept up until the last 
dying ember is extinguished, and 
medicine power is used to help the 
men do their work. |

“This semester I got better grades and didn’t work half as 
hard as J did last semester,” exclaimed a jaysee student when 
the grade slips came out at the end of last year.

work. This is called orientation. He had learned good study 
habits; when to study, and the best procedure to get the most 
results. The technique of writing term papers, taking notes, 
and giving the kind of answers on tests the teachers like had 
been mastered. 

This process of adjustment is one of the greatest problems 
of the college freshman. Statistics show that more students 
drop out of college during the first semester than in all the 
other semesters together. : 

This problem which faces every college entrant is most 

easily faced in a junior college. The classes are small, allowing 
the teacher to mingle lecture work with recitation, and only 
by recitation do teachers learn what a student is actually get- 
ting out of the lecture. The small class of the junior college 
and the advisory system of Santa Ana jaysee enables the stu- 
dent to come into a helpful contact with faculty members.

1. Rio Jesus de los Temblores 
thier Jesus of the Earthquakes), so 
called because the early Spanish ex- 
plorers experienced there a “‘most ter- 
rifying earthquake.” 

2. Old Santa Ana, consisting of 
the adobes of the Yorbas, Peraltas, 
etc. lay in the Santa Ana Canyon 
near the Olive of today. 

3. The “Fiesta de Ocho Dias” was 
the great eight day fiesta in which 
the rancheros brought the first pro- 
ducts of their gardens as presents to 
the priests of the mission, which was 
followed by an unending series of 
dances, bull fights, picnics, and par- 
ties. 

4. Don Bernardo was often call- 
ed “the baron” because of his enor- 
mous wealth and power. His great 
hacienda was a huge adobe mansion 
of 200 rooms enclosing a patio of sev- 
eral acres. He owned two great ran- 
chos (Canon de Santa Ana, and La 
Sierra, the latter in Riverside county) 
aside from his interest in the Yorba 
family rancho Santiago de Santa Ana. 

5. Juan Flores, who had hopes of 
a general rising of the Spaniards 
against the American rule in Califor- 
nia at first, and then, finding no sup- 
port from them, became an out-and- 
out bandit. 

6. In 1918 by the Argentine pir- 
ate Bouchard. 

7. From the-loss of a blunderbuss 
(‘“‘trabuco”’ in Spanish) by one of the 
Spanish soldiers. The priests named 
it San Francisco Solano. 

8. In the Santiago Canyon. 
George W. Smith, supervising the dig- 
ging of a ditch came across’ over 
$5,000 in gold pieces, all bearing 
dates prior to the death of the bandit 
Juan Flores in 1857. 

9. Don Jose Antonio Yorba, the 
1st, who received it as a grant from 
the King of Spain through the Span- 
ish of California, in 1810. 

10. Acu, who died a few years ago 
at San Juan Capistrano, was the last 
of the native mission Indians, born in 
the San Juan Capistrano Mission.

Nealley Upholds — 
Intelligence Tests 


“It is absurd to think of casting 
the intelligence test out of schools to 
prevent inferiority complexes as it is 
to burn down a house because it leaks 
when it rains,’”’ stated E. M. Nealley, 
psychology instructor, today in an in- 
terview concerning the proposed bill 


in the state legistlature to cast out 
all forms of phiines tests from the 
schools. 

“Although it may be true that in 
some cases this does develop an in- 
feriority complex on the part of the 
poor students, in the main it is the 
only accurate method we have of de- 
termining the student’s ability, and 
statistics show that 85 per cent of 
these tests give the true result,” con- 
tinued Mr. Nealley. 


“Practically every business concern 
gives its employees intelligence tests 
before hiring them, so say nothing of 
government tests,” says Mr. Nealley, 
“and depend on them for the desired 
information. I believe I may say dog- 
matically that—this-bill will not pass. 
But if it should there is nothing that 
could be substituted, an dthis method 
of finding the student’s abilities 
would be utterly lost.”
